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«^  JN  1889  The  Youth's  Companion  presented  a  large 
American  flag  to  the  school  in  each  state  and 
territory  which  contributed  the  best  essay  on 
the  Patriotic  Influence  of  the  Flag.  That  was  the 
small  beginning  from  which  grew  the  present 

custom  —  in   some   states  it   is   now  a   law  —  of  flying  the 

national  flag  on  our  public  schools. 

The  sentiment,  modestly  proposed,  which  appealed 
so  deeply  to  the  American  people  is  simply  this  —  that 
the  public  schools,  the  free  institutions  of  national  educa- 
tion, our  real  national  defense,  should  have  the  protection 
of  the  flag,  and  that  in  them  should  be  daily  nourished 
love  and  reverence  for  the  flag. 

The  movement,  started  in  1889,  spread  rapidly.  In  1892 
the  National  Columbian  Public  School  Celebration,  organ- 
ized under  the  leadership  of  The  Companion,  was  observed 
throughout  the  United  States.  The  raising  of  the  flag  over 
the  schools  was  a  principal  feature  of  this  celebration,  and 
thousands  of  schools  then  procured  their  first  flag. 

To  propagate  patriotic  sentiment  in  remote  places, 
The  Companion  has  given  hundreds  of  flags  to  small  and 
isolated  schools ;  it  has  given  hundreds  to  schools  that 
were  centers  from  which  the  sentiment  radiated  to  other 
schools. 

In  the  fifteen  years  during  which  the  sentiment  has 
developed  from  a  small  thing  to  a  universal,  class  after 
class  has  graduated  and  gone  out  into  the  world.  These 
schoolboys  and  schoolgirls  have  grown  up,  most  of  them, 
directly  under  the  American  flag.  It  has  floated  over  them 
while  they  have  studied,  they  have  looked  up  to  see  it 
when  they  have  been  at  play.  The  Companion  is  proud 
to  think  that  the  idea  which  it  originated,  and  to  which 
the  people  of  the  country  responded,  has  had  an  incalcu- 
lable influence  for  good  in  the  lives  of  millions.
